Ghe Irigh Times 
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The Financial Outlook. 


Yesterday's debate in the House of 
Commons gives a good idea of the 
eountry’s financial condition. We are 
faced with stupendous problems. Accord- 
ing to statements made by members, 


House, 


, | this year’s estimate shows an increase of 


880 millions over last year’s, and it 
appears that Mr. Chamberlain will be 
forced to introduce a’ Budget asking 
for. over. £1,500,000,000. Post-war ex- 
penditure threatens to be enormous; the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer said yester- 
day that it would be greater, annually 
than our total ‘pre-war debt. The 
war has cost us some eight milliards ot 
pounds. We have paid a).ut one-seventh 
of this sum out of our revenues; the re- 
mainder, some £6,880,000,000, we have 
raised by loans. These loans must be re- 
paid. We owe America and other coun- 
tries over £1,500,000,000, and, unless we 
pay it back, our national credit will be 
ruined. Nearly all these vast sums of 
inoney have been spent in a mantier which 
has produced no new wealth. Our total 
national wealth is, roughly, about the same 
now as it was before the war, so that 
our great ‘debts are’really a mortgage 
upon our existing w«-lth and income. 
For many years—unless we file our 
national petition for bankruptcy—we shall 
be, subjected to a huge annual tax on our 
wealth, in ordér that we, may fulfil our 
obligations. We shall have to pay the 
interest on our foreign loans, and every year 
redeem a part of them, and we shall have 
to do the same with our debt to our own 
people. It is estimated that Great Britain

Her total “foreign debt 
is about the same as ours, and, like us, 
she will be compelled to devote all her 
savings for many years to the redemptian 
of this huge sum. French credit has been 
kept up mainly by Great Britain and 
America. During the past few months 
there was a suspicion. that France was 
using our credits to make payments in 
other countries. We, therefore, reduced 
our grants, and the value of the franc 
fell considerably. The immediate result of 
this has been that France has reduced her 
imports from Great Britain, as they natur- | 
ally cost more, and the Bank of France 
refused to sell sterling to its clients, who 
were forced to go to the markets. Specula- 
ticn was thus encouraged, and the finan- 
cial relations of the two countries became 
mcre or less precarious. The disadvan- 
tages of this situation were aggravated by 
the fact that English money in New York 
fell in value. It appears that a large 
number of orders for American money 
were received in London from Scandinavia, 
and a minor rush on the American market 
was the result. As we already owe 
America money, it is not pleasant to have 
to pay more for the goods which she sends 
us. The fact that these goods are chiefly raw 
materials and food makes it impossible for 


us to curtail our imports. France is living | 


to a great extent on credit, and has been 
building upon huge indemnities from Ger- 
many. The French taxpayer has had a 
comparatively easy time, and M. Klotz was 
almost, howled down in the Chamber when 
he proposed a levy on capital. Sooner or 
later France must begin to shoulder her 
own burden. It is now fairly certain that 
Germany will not be able to bear the full 
cost of the war, and the other nations of 
the world must make further sacrifices if 
international credit is not to vanish. 

There is only one way in which our 
economic situation can be saved—by in- 
creased production and increased exports. 
While Great Britain and the Continental 
Powers have been heaping up a debt of 
nearly £40,000,000,000, America has been 
making money. For the immediate future, 
at any rate, New York will be almost the 
only money market in the world for inter- 
national loans, and she will be in a posi- 
tion not only to lend money, but also to 
advance further sums represented by the 
interest which we and the other Entente 
Powers will be paying to her. This will 
give America an enormous advantage 
over Europe, and, unless immediate steps 
are taken to improve our conditions. she 
will almost monopolise the world’s trade. 
In the face of this danger our workers are 
threatening to strike. Great Britain can- 
not continue to live on an uneconomic 
basis. We must produce more and 
spend less. Up to the present one 
of our chief sources of income has 
been our coal export trade. It is highly 
essential that we shall not lose that. Un- 
less, however, we are in a position to 
export coal at a cheaper rate than either 
America or Germany we shall undoubtedly 
lose it. The miners should bear this in 
Our orgy of lavish expenditure 
must cease. Instead of out-of-work dcna- 
tions we must have more work. All un- 
necessary expenses must be cut, and all 
sinecures abolished. The nation must, face 
its future squarely. Responsibility rests 
on every man’s shoulders ; the worker has 
his share as well as the rest. We cannot 
have increased production unless Capital 
and Labour join hands. A strike at the 
present juncture would be sheer lunacy. 
Whatever chances men have of obtaining 
better conditions of life for themselves 
and their children in a community which 
is inspired by the ideal of work, they will 
have no chance in a country which is at the 
mercy of industrial paralysis. Our debts 
are appalling, and peace will not bring a 
millennium; but we have no reason to 
despair. If the country settles down to 
work, in full knowledge of the tasks which 
lie before it, our national slate will soon 
be clean, and we shall stand once more in 
the forefront of the nations of the world.

lrish Employers in Council. 


In recent articles we have urged Irish 
employers to meet the present problems 
and disturbances of industry with a united 
front. We give a hearty welcome to the 
Central Council of Irish Associated Em- 
ployers which was formed yesterday in 
It has made an auspicious start, 
for the Council promises to be truly repre- 
sentative of the trade and industry of the 
three Southern Provinces. The leading 


Limerick, Galway, Sligo, and other trading 
centres are supporting the Council. The 
great industry of agriculture is supporting 
it strongly through the farmers’ associa- 
tions. The farmers of Dublin, Limerick, 
Waterford, and Kildare have led the way, 
and we do not doubt that the other 
counties will be quick to follow their 
example. Mr. William Hewat, the chair- 
man at yesterday’s meeting, explained the 
objects of the Council in clear and simple 
terms. Irish employers have decided to 
pay to their workers the compliment of 
imitation. They propose to consolidate 
their forces. Henceforward, if the 
Council justifies the hopes of its promoters, 


personal crises single-handed or ignorant 
of the general circumstances of his trade 
or industry. He will get in touch with his 
local federation, which will put him in 
touch with the Central Council; and. if 
his cause is approved, the advice and aid of 
this influential body will be at his service. 
The Council will furnish information on 
labour conditions. It will give moral and 
financial support to those members who 
may require and deserve it. As a strong 
and representative organisation of em- 
ployers, it will be able to secure the jus- 
tice and attention which the State too 
often refuses to individual claimants. 
Finally, the Council, from the full sources 
of knowledge and the wide experience 
which it can command, will try to formu- 
late a “consistent and helpful policy in 
trade disputes.’’ 

There is not the slightest reason why 
Irish Labour should regard the em- 
ployers’ new movement with hostility or 
even with suspicion. On the contrary, if 
Labour is wise, it will welcome the Council 
as the possible means of a great and last-

prime function to be that of a bridge, not 
that of a barrier. In every case of indus- 
trial dispute it will try to act as an 
interpreter betweev the parties, and to 
remove the misunderstandings which have 
been such fruitful causes of labour troubles 
in the ‘past. From such a policy the 
worker must gain at least as much as the 
employer.

If the facts are clear and full, 
the public will give its own verdict on-the 
justice of the claim, and, ‘in the event of 
a labour crisis, will support the cause 
which has reason on its side. There will be 
fewer strikes in future if the public is 
made the real arbiter of all grave 
differences between masters and men. 
Hitherto the public—though, in the long 
run, it always pays—has been kept in the 
dark about the merits of such conflicts. 
Candour in the employers will compel 
candour in the men, and vice versé. We 
believe that, if the Employers’ Council 
thinks and acts in this spirit, the occa- 
sions when it will be forced to use its 
machinery of defence will be few and far 
between. We see, too, in the Council the 
nucleus of a national tribunal of arbitra- 
tion which may yet confer enormous benefit 
on the country. For all these reasons 
employers, workers, and the general 
public should welcome this new foree in 
our economic life. The more loyally em- 
ployers in every trade and industry sup- 
port it, the greater will be its power for 
good.

The National Drink Bill. 

The national drink bill for 1018, which 
Mr, George B. Wilson has compiled with 
his usual care and impartiality, is a very 
remarkable document, Its outstanding 
feature is the fact that, while the public 
of the United Kingdom drank less 
alcoholic liquor last year than in any year 
since 1913, its expenditure on that reduced 
consumption was the highest on record in 
the whole histery of national drink bills. 
The consumption in 1918 showed a decline 
of 18 per cent. as compared with 1917 and 
of 60 per cent. as compared with 1913.. The 
expenditure in 1918 was 259 millions as 
compared with 166 millions in 1913, and 
was £300,000 in excess of the expenditure 
for 1917. The explanation of the reduced 
consumption is found, of course, in the 
war restriction on the output of beer and 
spirits. The increased expenditure is due 
to the enormously increased cost of both

bother. This is not the opinion of many 
members of the House of Commons, for a 
great number of them fear that the ex- 
tremists will be able to force a strike. 
They want a settlement of al] they demand 
now. on the instant, and not a fortnight 
hence, when the Prime’ Minister and the 
Government. will be in a better position to 
deal with them. The plain fact has to 
be recognised that the present movement 
is one directed against the State, quite as 
much as against employers. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas has returned from 
Paris, but is very non-commital, and con- 
fines himself to the statement that the 
Prime Minister is genuinely anxious to 
effect a settlement, Surely, if the railway 
workers are as anxious, the affair might 
be easily adjusted. Probably Mr. Thomas 
now knows how extremely delicate the 
situation is in Paris, and how essential it 
is that the Primé Minister should have a 
free hand. In the circumstances he may 
be able to bring about a satisfactory con- 
clusion to a situation that is fast becom- 
ing dangerous. 

The crossing of the Channel by Mr. 
Thomas in an aeroplane calls attention to 
the fact that there is now a fairly regular 
official traffic to Paris by the air, and 
that a foundation is being laid for a 
proper civil service when the right 
moment arrives. All the information 
gained since the Peace Conference began 
is proving invalnable, and every day sees 
an advance in organisation and in general 
knowledge of the conditions necessary to 
safety and success. 

It is generally assumed, from Lord 
Robert Cecil’s statement to.the British 
and American journalists, that the British 
Delegation has acceded to President 
Wilson's desire that the Covenant of the 
League of Nations shall be incorporated 
with the peace terms. Inasmuch as the 
Cevenant is largely based upon the scheme 
for the League drawn up by General 
Smuts, who is himself one of the British, 
that is likely enough. But in view of the 
pronounced hostility of the French Press— 
which in this case probably reflects partly 
accurately the views of the French Guvern- 
ment—and also the refusal of the United 
States Senate to endorse the proposed 
Covenant, it is quite possible that the 
reference to it in the peace terms will be 
of an academic character, and that the con- 
stitution of the League will be left to be 
decided by the nations after peace is con- 
cluded. Otherwise I am afraid there will 
be little chance of getting the peace terms 
settled within the next fortnight. 

One of. the minor problems before the 
Peace Conference just now relates to the 
fature of the Kiel Canal. I have just been 
reading a pamphlet on the subject, written 
by Mr. William Petersen, the well-known 
shipowner, a Dane by birth, though long 
naturalised in England. He does not 
believe that his former countrymen will 
care about. being given back the whole of 
Slesvig and: made the guardians of the 
northern bank of the Canal. They do. not 
want to include a German population in 
their own. On the other hand, he doubts 
whether international control of the Canal 
would be sufficiently effective to prevent 
Germany from using it to re-establish her 
shipping supremacy in the Baltic and to 
re-create her Navy. At any rate, it would 
be necessary for the protecting Powers to 
retain Heliogland and Femern, the two 
islands guarding the western and eastern 
entrances oN MB 06966: é But, better still, 
in his opinion, would be to destroy the 
Canal altogether and return to the status 
quo before the ex-Kaiser embarked on his 
mad career. 

A separate Housing Bill will now be 
necessary for Ireland owing to alterations 
made in the Housing Bill, a measure which 
has now been extended to cover town- 
planning. Mr. Macpherson will introduce 
the Irish measure shortly. 

Ninety-four questions appeared on the 
Order Paper of the: House of Commons 
to-day, and these were all disposed of in 
forty minutes, an indication of their lack 
of importance.

What has given rise to this sudden change of 
‘policy one can only guess. It seems probable, 
however, that it is to some measure caused by 
questions of territorial boundaries. It is not, so 
very long ago since M. Tardieu stated emphati- 
cally that France would not wish to annex any 
more territory on the left bank of the Rhine. 
Pichon later said that this question

BOLSHEVISTS.

The Department of Agriculture in Ireland 
has expanded considerably in the agricultural, 
tillage, and veterinary branches. Our sub-com- 
mittee commented favourably on the efficiency 
of the office, but they suggested that the organi- 
gation was over-elaborate, and that, by cutting 
down some of the detailed work, reductions of 
staff could be effected.

DUBLIN CORPORATION'S ACTION. 

At a private meeting of the Dublin Corpora- 
tion in the members' room of the City 
Hall, Dublin, image the Lord Mayor pre- 
siding, approval was given to a statement which 
was submitted for consideration regarding the 
treatment of Sinn Fein prisoners in Belfast 
Jail, The statement referred to the general 
treatment of the prisoners, and included letters 
from the Most Rev. Dr. Rory and the Lord 
Mayor on the subject.

The correspondence which will be read in- 
cludes Mr. ’s telegram to the City 
Council on the 10th inst., denying that the 
Government had given any undertakin that 
the lawfully convicted prisoners in ast 
should be removed to an internment camp, and 
Mr, M raon’s letter from the Irish Oílice on 
March lith, in which he says that he cannot 
find that Mr. Shortt gave any definite pledge 
to remove the lawfully convicted prisoners from | 
Belfast Jail to an internment camp. He was ad- 
vised that such transfer to an internment camp 
would be ilegal, and it would be impossible to 
obtain Parliamentary assent to any measure 
legalising such a course.

But what was his promise of sympathetic con- 
sideration, if not equivalent to a pledge? Com- 
ing from a Chief Secretary, an iven at a 
crisis when anarchy reigned in Belfast Prison, 
and riote were threatening in the streets eut- 
side, it was reasonably taken by us and by the 
prisoners as practically equivalent to the most 
definite pledge, and we are quite certain that 
if it had not wd so understood by the prisoners 
no settlement would have been possible on the 
occasion. To gay, as you do now, that no 

definite pledge ’*was given, is simply. to quibble 
about words, and to add something very like 
mockery to tyranny and perfidy.” 


SERIOUS CHARGE OF PERJURY, 


BOY’S REMARKABLE STORY. 


The hearing was resumed at Greenwich, Lon- 
don, yesterday, of summonses against Mrs. Alice 
Hughes and her son, Thomas Kichard Hughes, 
aged 15, charging them with perjury. Irs. 
Hughes was o summoned for suborning her 
son to commit perjury. 

Last January Mrs. Alice Boden, mother of the 
female defendant, with whom her husband, a 
blind man, lives, was char on a warrant 
issued on the information of the present defend- 
ants with procuring the boy to murder Mr. 
Boden. The boy told a remarkable story. He 
said that his grandmother had given him money 
and an iron bar, and told E. to lock his 
mother in her room, and when the clock struck 
midnight to go into his grandfather's bedrocm, 
hit him twice on the head with the bar, and 
then pull out the drawers and open the doo 
so that it would appear that a thief had kill 
the grandfather. he boy said further that 
Mrs. en told him when she read of her hus 
band’s death in the papers she would give him 
£2, and that re ml sr ag they would deal with 
his mother, and, having got rid of their enemies, 
they would have his grandfather'a money. 

It appeared from counsel's statement that Mr. 
Boden, a man of considerable means, had turned 
hia wife out of the house, because ghe had led 
her father to believe that his wife was trying 
to poison him, and Mrs. Boden obtained a de- 
cree for judicial separation.

THE AGRICULTURAL INDUSTRY. 

TO THB EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—As the difficulties associated with the 
great national industry of farming, which is 
so essential to the material prosperity of the 
country, seem to be increasing and causing dis- 
couragements, it has occurred to me that 4 
solution might be found by the appointing of 
a commission to examine all the circumstances 
pertaining to the cost of production for each 
crop. Ila this way it should be possible for 
tho Government to obtain such information as 
would convince them of the absolute necessity 
of arranging for fair and reasonable prices 
being obtainable for all farm products, ab the 
same time making provision for. the farm 
labourers receiving @ satisfactery living wage. 
No good purpose is served by farmers casting 
all the blame on the Government or Depart- 
ment of Agriculture for inaction while the 
fault largely hes with themselves for not 
organising, hke so many other industries, and 
making grievances known and demanding 
redress: in the proper quarter. Farmers have 
long enough etruggled under great difficultics, 
not appreciated fully by those whom they 
‘eerved, and when they have come inte a little 
bit of their own through the necessity of 
rewing more food, the cry ig raised that 
armere aro ‘‘ profiteers.””. The out-of-work 
allowance has gone .far towards giving the 
knock-out blow to agricultural prosperity, while 
labour unions are out for a wage which in the 
present condition of things no farmer, however 
willing, could afford. It, therefore, comes to 
this—that, unless the Government can meintain 
some contre! over jabour and agaure the farmer 
of a profitable return for his crops, the land 
will go back again into grass, which would 
mean an enormous loss to the country. 

There is a danger that less land may be 
cropped this season compared with last year, 
and, if this should apply to flax, the hss to 
the nation would be very great, and workers 
in the mille and factories would suffer seriously, 
as the manufacturer weuld necessarily be unable 
to keep geing at full time. To my mind, a 
commission of inquiry could golve the problem, 
and the sooner the better, ag we are now 
entering upon a new era of agriculture and 
general reconstruction, the outcome vf which 
must be all round imprevement.—Yeurs, etc.,
